Lc'aving Edmonton, the next 
known station is at Ingolf, Ontario, about 20 miles north of the 
Northwest Angle of Minnesota; thenc(' to Tower,^ Sparta and 
on to Foxboro, Wisconsin, at 40.5° N. latitude, the southern¬ 
most known station on the continent. 
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SciRPUs Longii IX North Carolina. —In 1911 1 described 
from Burlington and Camden Counties, New Jersey, and from 
Norfolk County, Massachusetts, a very characteristic wool- 
grass, the distinctions of which had been already worked out b}" 
its discover(>r, Mr. Bayard Long; a rather coarse species, differing 
at once from the northern and transcontinental S. atrocinctus 
Fern., in its glutinous or glandular involucre, large spikelets with 
long scales, long anthers, whitish and v(‘ry long perianth-bristles 
and broad 3-anglcd reddish to castaiu'ous achenes. This is S. 
Longii Fern, in Rhodora, xiii. G (1911). Subsequently localized 
colonies have been found in otlu'r counti('s of eastern Massachu¬ 
setts, with isolated ones in central C-onnecticut and on Long 
Island; and in 1941 Weath('rby^ got it in Queens County, Nova 
Scotia, with Lophiola septentrionalis Fern., the Nova Scotian 
representative' of the N(',w Jersey L. americana (Pursh) Wood, 
and near the first station east of (.'ape C’od for the Coastal Plain 
Lachnanthes tinctoria (Walt.) Ell. Scirpus Longii, tlu'refore, 
has shown itself to be an old C’oastal Plain type whieJi, like* so 
many other species, becaiiK' isolate'd in Nova Scotia Ix'fore the 
late Tertiary’ or early Ph'istoccin' subuK'rge'nce of the continental 
shelf.

An Invai.uahlk KioKKitKNcn Wouk. —9’ho Gco<jraphlcul Guide io Floras 
of the World hv S. F. Blake and Alice C. Atwood* is hound to he one of the 
most valued and consulted hihliographies. I'art 1, covering Africa, 
.Australia, North and South America and the Islands of the .Atlantic, 
Pacific and Indian Oceans, has recently been issued. I’he work of the 
authors must have been tremendous and the di.scriminating between im- 
j)ortant and unim))ortant items a perjde.xing task. The result is 2(11 pages 
of closely printed lists of the more significant i)ublications on the floras of 
the areas covered. There is no padding; in fact, areas where there are 
plenty of local lists and i)apers are rei)re.sented l)y fewer minor citations 
than those which are shy on good local lists. This is as it should be. 
Those whose work concerns the less known regions are thankful for all 
references; tho.se studying New A'ork or Pennsylvania, for instance, can 
roadilv orient them.'^elves without the les.ser items, liconomic interests 
are stressed, so tliat everyone wlio needs to get at the important floras of 
the regions covered, whether j)urely technical or more imictical, is going 
to be more and more thankful to the authors and to the l)ei)artment of 
Agriculture.—M. L. F.
